MP Fire District 
Keeps Pace 
With Area Growth 


The Menlo Park fire district this 
year answered the demands of 
growth in its area with the addi- 
tion of men, equipment and a fire 
station. The latter will go into serv- 
ice shortly after the first of the 
year. 


The new station, at Valparaiso 
avenue and Alameda De Las Pulgas, 
is expected to be ready for occu- 
pancy by the middle of January. 
It will be the home of two fire trucks 
and their crews which now oper- 
ate out of other stations. 


A new 400-gallon tank truck has 
been added to the district’s equip- 
ment. The unit, of newest design, 
is equipped with a pump operated 


by a separate engine and is versa-]| 


tile enough to be of use at any type 
of fire. It is designed so that water 
from the tanks can be directed onto 
a blaze before firemen have time to 
‘hook on’ to a hydrant. 


4 MEN ADDED 

During the year the department’s 
complement was raised fgom 29 to 
33 men. Chief Thomas L. Cuff said 
that more men may be necessary 
after the first of the year in order 
to insure adequate protection of 
the fire district’s 33 square miles. 


An expansion program to include 
the building of a fire station in the 
eastern part of the district may 
begin next year. 


As reason for the expansion, Chief 
Cuff explained that the assessed 
valuation of the district has grown 
from $14,000,000 to $25,000,000 in the 
past four years and said that the 
risk of fire has also grown. 


The fire district must keep pace 
with the area in order to assure 
adequate protection, he said, adding 
that such protection pays off in 
lower insurance rates and less 
chance of a disastrous conflagration.

Permits authorizing a total of 
$120,000 worth of construction were 
issued by the city of Menlo Park 
during the week ended Dec. 26, 
according to figures released by 
Building Inspector J. D. Steiger. 

The permits included those allow- 
ing construction of 12 single-fam- 
ily residences and a new four-unit 
apartment house.

P. Brown for construction of a 
$5000 apartment at 657 University 
drive; to J. A. Best for a 4-unit 
apartment house on Curtis way; to 
the ‘Redwood Terrace company for 
five $7000 homes to be built at 208 
and 308 Hetch Hetchy way, 828 and 
824 Hamilton avenue and 1036 Hen- 
derson avenue and to Carl Stendell 
for a $14,000 home to be built at 
501 Fanita way. 

Other permits include those auth- 
orizing construction of four $7000 
homes at 1140 Henderson avenue, 
1380, 1372, and 1376 Carlton avenue 
by Ray Bechtel; two $7000 resi- 
Gdences to be built by R. White at 
1120 and 1115 Almanor avenue and 
$3000 worth of repairs to Clifford’s 
pharmacy, 693 Ganta Cruz avenue.

Menlo Park Adds Up 1949 Gains In City 
Development; Sets Plans for Future 


Annexations, building develop- 
ment, a new and well-rounded rec- 
reation program, and making plans 
for still more things to come—all 
these added up to a bigger and bet- 
ter Menlo Park as the year 1949 
neared an end.

Police Officer 
Back on Duty 
After Accident 


Returning to duty yesterday was 
Menlo Park Police Officer Gilbert 
Pipkin who last week suffered in- 
ternal injuries when the patrol car 
in which he was chasing an auto 
struck a traffic safety island on E) 
Camino Real. 

The accident occurred late Wed- 
nesday evening shortly after Pipkin 
Saw two cars collide on Santa Cruz 
avenue. 

The officer started toward the 
scene of the mishap, but the cars 
involved separated and fled. Pipkin 
Started in pursuit of one of them, 
which sped with lights darkened 
onto Crane street, east on Menlo 
avenue and south on the highway. 

The patrol car struck the traffic 
safety island when the officer turn- 
ed onto the highway in pursuit 
while trying to operate his police 
radio at the same time. 

The impact threw the left front 
wheel of the police car out of bal- 
ance and jolted Pipkin against the 
steering wheel. 

Pipkin pursued the fugitive south 
to the Palm drive entrance to Stan- 
ford university, where the latter 
turned into the bushes in an appar- 
ent attempt to turn his vehicle 
about and head north. 

In order to avoid a head-on col- 
lision, Pipkin threw his car into a 
skid which ended with the patrol 
car broadside to and just touching 
the escaping car. 

Badly shaken by hitting the traf- 
fic island and the subsequent ride 
in an out-of-balance auto, the offi- 
cer lost consciousness a few mo- 
ments later while the fugitive drove 
off. 

The officer was released from 
Palo Alto hospital Dec. 23.

““ ROUGH ON BUS RIDERS 


Close on the heels of proposed boosts in Southern Pacific 
commute fares, Pacific Greyhound Lines has asked the public 
utilities commission to grant increases in commute book prices 
on the Peninsula. 

Hardest hit would be Menlo Park bus riders. The increase 
requested between Menlo Park and San Francisco is 17.7 cents 
per ride, the greatest of all the increases sought on the Pen- 
insula.

Rates between San Francisco and Palo Alto, southernmost 
of the cities affected, would be upped 17.3 cents. 


The increases would be only in commute book prices, the 
company proposing to substitute 20-ride books for the present 
12-ride books in use on the Peninsula. The new price would. 
be $8.45. Present cost is $2.95. 


The bus company apparently will encounter the same op- 
Position that was formed recently to fight the Southern Pac- 
ific’s requested fare increases. Howard Magee, president of 
the Peninsula Protective association, which has retained .rate 
experts in the Southern Pacific case, said his organization 
would go into action in the Greyhound proposal. 


The preliminary plans were ap- 
proved by the State shortly there- 
after, and the final working draw- 
ings are now in Sacramento for 
final checking. 

When these plans have been ap- 
proved, the Board of Trustees will 
call for bids for construction. Only 
when the contractor begins his ex- 
cavation will the results of the work 
on the part of many individuals 
for the last two years become appar- 
ent to the above mentioned passer- 
by.

Atherton-Menlo Park High, which 
is just too long for school songs, 
yells, etc. 

Names like Middlefield are essen- 
tially a grammar school type. 

The Board decided that as 
Sequoia ((redwood) is a tree, that 
a tree name be selected for the 
Menlo Park school also. 

Linden was discarded, for the 
lindens on the property are diseased 
and are not native. Oak is the most 
logical tree name for this site and 
for this area. Live Oak, Encinitas, 
Robles, and other oak names already 


It may be the Menlo Park city council will interest itself 
in the latest case. It already has approved a $200 appropria- 
tion to help oppose the railroad’s request.

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OLDER FOLK FIND TIME TO PLAY 


Little House Offers 
Elders Recreation 


Too many of us are inclined to 
take the welfare of older persons 
for granted: “They'll shift for 
themselves,” we say. But the truth 
is that senior citizens need recre- 
tion and companionship, among 
other things as much as persons of 
any age group.

Fit Toys to Child 


who brings a fancy electric 
train to the hospital for his new- 
born son, and have probably thought 
it quite a joke. Experts, however, 
tell us the same type of things hap- 


and becomes somewhat pitiful. 

Mother buys a fancy doll for the 
three year old daughter, probably 
thinking this is the doll she would 
always have wanted and never 
had. Result? She gets frantic every 
time the precious doll is dragged 
along the sidewalk or goes into the 
wash bowl for a dunking. 

Another question bewildered par- 
ents often ask takes the following 
form: ‘‘Jackie has so many toys. 
and such nice things, too, but he 
never seems interested in them.” 
True, the child may have a lot of 
toys as well as the instinct for play, 
but the toys are probably above his 
age level. 

It’s natural for parents to think 
their youngsters smarter than they 
are, and this is particularly true in 
purchasing toys. Those who know 
say the adults who buy toys overes- 
timate their youngsters ability by 
about two years. 

If a toy is too advanced for the 
child, it gets relegated to the bottom 
of the bin, no matter how pretty or 


expensive or clever it is. When the 
toy is too nice such as an expensive 
doll, dishes, train or auto, parents 
get spastic at what the child may 
is] do to injure it, and this may make 
strain at playtime which should be 
a free and happy activity. 


Scientific Study 
Used In Toy Making 

The situation need not be as des- 
perate as it sounds. Lots of study 
has gone into making toys and 
fitting each age and activity group. 

Consult the age group for your 
child and select from the suggested 
list I’m going to give. Study your 
child and his activities and in- 
terests and get further clues. If 
necessary, take him to the store 
and see what interests him. Let 
sales people help you since they’re 
usually experienced and know pret- 
ty well what’s popular with the 
younger set. 

Play patterns do not change much 
over the years. A doll and buggy is 
pretty much of a necessity for the 
five year old girl while the boy of 
three can fall pretty hard for a 
tricycle. Most toys are pretty much 
standardized as to age groups, and 
you can’t go wrong if you use well 
tested information. 


Why such a fuss about toys? To 
make you and the youngsters hap- 
pier. With proper toys you can par- 
tially relegate them to their play- 
toom when you have important 
household duties and want to get 
them out from underfoot. 

Youngsters, too, will be happier 
with the right toys which add much 
to intellectual and muscular de- 
‘velopment. 


Infant Appreciates 
Rattles, Cuddly Toys 


By the time a baby is. three 
months old, he’ll be interested in 
watching daddy maneuver a balloon 
or a quacking duck. Within a very 
short time he’ll enjoy brandishing 
rattles himself and will appreciate 
the varied shapes and sounds which 
American toy makers have been 
developing through a watchful study 
of infants’ activities. 

Sitting up is the next milestone; 
you may then introduce baby to 
cuddly animals and dolls. Then, 
when teething starts, the cherub be- 
comes an enthusiastic customer for 
toys to bite. You’ll find a Variety 
of plastic and wood rings, beads and 
other shapes designed scientifically 
to meet this specific play need. 


Textures are the next interest.

What do you want trom the tree? 
Shade for the house to temper sum- 
mer sun? Shelter from the winds? 
A leafy canopy for the garden? A 
frame for the landscape? There are 
trees to suit every purpose but they 
must be chosen for the right spot. 

Trees for quick effect are Chinese 
elm, silver (or soft) maple, and 
poplar. These are large spreading 
trees that make a very rapid growth 
and a lot of shade. However, the 
wood is <oft and branches are easily 


damaged by storms; the trunks be- 
come diseased and the tree dies 
when about full size. Chinese elm 
ean be used for windbreak hedges 
as it can be pruned into any size 
wanted. Silver maple will need a 
good moisture supply. The others 
will grow in dry areas if carefully 
tended until they are started. 

For permanent effect the hard. 
wood trees are best. The best shade 
tree for most places is the Ameri- 
can elm. This grows into a large 
tree with an umbrella shaped top 
that is excellent for shade or land- 
scape use Hard maples are next 
for large trees. While rather slow 
in growth, they are permanent. They 
are large spreading trees, 


tre sugar maple is native. The 
Norway maple is very similar in 
appearance and habit. There is a 
red-leaved form of the Norway ma. 
ple, Schwedleri, which is useful for 
contrast. 

White ash is a good tree of me- 
dium size. It 1s more open and casts 
less shade than the others. Lindens 
or basswoods are round-shaped 
trees which reach large size in 
damp places but are medium size 
in dry spots. Sycamore, with brown, 
flaky bark, and tulip tree with odd, 
lobed leaves are fine for places with 
good soil. Oaks are excellent but 
generally too slow to be of much 
use. Pin oak grows faster than most 
of the others. Nut trees are fine for 
shade but here too the growth is 
very slow in most places. 

Willows are useful for shelter and 


shade, especially in moist spots. , 


They are softwooded and easily 
broken or damaged. They are best 
for shading seats, lawns, or low 
buildings. 

Outside of carefully planting and 
tending the trees for the first few 
years, little care is needed.
